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Coaches grievance 
settled 


Wilmington’s coaching staff and its 
School Committee have settled their 
differences amicably. 

A long-standing grievance filed 
against the School Committee by the 
Wilmington Teachers’ Association on 
behalf of the coaches was settled last 
week when the School Committee 
agreed to rescind its earlier action, 
which required the annual re-posting 
of all coaching positions. 

Instead of the annual re-posting 
policy, which in effect put every 
coach's job up for grabs once a year, 
the School Committee has decided to 
rely upon an annual evaluation 
process with the stipulation that 
within 30 days of the end of each 
sport's season, the coach submit in 
writing his interest in retaining the 
position. Coaches must be notified of 
their acceptance or rejection within a 
reasonable amdunt of time 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Walter Pierce, evaluations 
will be conducted by the new director 
of physical education, Jim Martin, in- 
stead of by an assistant, as was done 
in the past. There is now no assistant 
director of physical education, Pierce 
said. 

Steve O'Brien, faculty represen- 
tative for the Wilmington Teachers’ 
Association said he was very pleased 
with the turn of events. “I think it 


was a very fair compromise.” he said, 
“I don't feel that we will have this 
problem again.” 

Controversy between the coaches 
and the School Committee arose last 
June when the annual re-posting 
policy, proposed by Committee 
Member James Tighe, was voted in on 
a 4-2 vote. 

On June 15, coaches were notified 
that they must re-apply for their jobs 
by a June 28 deadline. In the wake of 
their strong protest, however, all who 
applied were re-hired without ques- 
tion, 

A formal grievance was filed by the 
teachers’ association with the State 
Labor Relations Board, protesting 
that the policy violated the past prac- 
tice clause of teachers’ contracts. 

On September 13, in executive ses- 
sion, the School Committee voted un- 
animously to overturn its previous ac- 
tion. 

‘At a meeting on October 5 attended 
by O'Brien, Joseph Murphy of the 
Massachusetts Teachers’ Association 
and John Brooks and James Tighe of 
the School Committee, agreement 
was reached, 

Under the evaluation policy adopted 
coaches retain the right of appeal to 
the Superintendent of Schools. 

“We think this is the direction to go 
in,” said Pierce. 


Minutemen artillerists 
earn their stars 


The Wilmington Company of 
Minutemen now has an artillery 
squad, composed of a crew of five 
men, armed with an ancient looking 
piece of field artillery. Those ar- 
tillerists, and -their cannon, earned 
their stars Sunday, when they took se- 
cond prize at the Thunderbridge 
Colonial Muster in Carlisle. 

‘The cannon, of small and uncertain 
bore, is a twentieth century instru- 
ment, made in upstate New York, and 
called a LaPanz, It was acquired 
about a year ago by the Wilmington 
Company of Minutemen, who spent 
some months fashioning a suitable 
gun carriage, in their meeting place 
behind the Harnden Tavern, Last spr- 
ing it was ready for exhibit, and it was 
then that their cannon disappeared. It 
was stolen by someone during the 
Liberty Pole Muster 

‘The Wilmington Minutemen darkly 
suspected the deed to be that of 
Tories. The only trouble with such a 
thought is that there are no Tories 
around. Eventually suspicion settled 
on the Woburn Company of 
Minutemen, and as things turned out, 
that suspicion was based on fact, and 
the cannon was recovered. 

Now there is a crack artillery team. 
‘They have no ammunition of the kind 
used by the Colonials, but a tomato 
paste can, filled with concrete makes 
a very satisfactory substitute. It was 
such ammunition that was used Sun- 
day at Cailisle. 

The First Artillery Officer is 
Robert Varey, and the Second Ar- 
tillery Officer is Kenneth Ings. Ar- 
tillery men are Frank Curley, Mike 
Curley, Robert Higgins and Dave Hill

Three contracts

Two of the units, policemen and 
school custodians, have already sign- 
ed. However, Morris said he was 
planning to discuss these contracts 
further with selectmen to clear up 
some discrepancies 

He will be meeting with the two 
other unsigned units this week, he 
said 

‘This year, instead of a percentage 
cost of living raise, the town has given 
a flat rate increase to employee 
groups. 


Bridge bids 


Rep. James Miceli has announced

‘The bridge was torn down two years 
ago, after a series of fires, all arson, 
had nearly destroyed it.

The struggle for Paul Tsongas’ seat 
in the Fifth Congressional district has 
been a tough one so far. 

‘Tsongas, riding on a wave of newly 
achieved recognition from his role in 
the creation of the Lowell National 
Urban Park, unexpectedly changed 
his sights last spring and announced 
his intention to run for the Senate. It 
was the signal for a host of candidates 
to pop out of the woodwork and jump 
into the breach. 

In the Democratic field, six can- 
didates split the heavy primary vote 
of 82,799. By contrast only 21,627 
Republicans turned out to vote. 

Four of the Democrats were conser- 
vatives, while only two, James Shan- 
non and John Markey, were con- 
sidered liberals. 

As a result of this four-way split of 
the conservative vote, Shannon, a 
Lawrence attorney with a decidedly 
liberal stance, was able to win the 
Democratic primary with slightly less 
than 23 per cent of the vote even 
though the mood of the district, as 
evidenced by its emphatic endorse- 
ment of Ed King for governor, has 
become a conservative one. 

Shannon, a 26-year-old former aye 
to Congressman Michael 
has been running for political Sitice 
since his graduation from law school 
In his legal practice last year, accor- 
ding to the Globe, he earned barely 
$8000 because of time spent on 
political activities. 

Along with his opponents 
Republican John Buckley and 
Independent Jay Gaffney, Shannon 
agrees that tax relief and a slowing of 
the rate of inflation are major issues. 
His preferred methods for achieving 
them differ sharply from Buckley's 
and Gaffney's however. 

Shannon is an advocate of firm 
wage and price controls while his op- 
ponents claim that such measures just 
won't work. 

Buckley supports the Kemp-Roth 
bill, a 30 per cent across the board 
federal tax cut proposal which Shan- 
non has called a simplistic solution 
“pandering to people’s emotions.” 

Gaffney also supports the Kemp- 
Roth bill “or something like it." In 
addition, he disagrees with the way 
federal dollars are being parcelled out 
to cities and towns around the coun- 
try. 

Rather than the present system of 
cities and towns competing for 
federal grants, which he says Shannon 
wants to rely more heavily upon, 
Gaffney says he would prefer to see 
federal spending shifted into revenue 
sharing that would guarantee money 
to all cities and towns. 

“There is a shortfall,’ he said in the 
amount of money returned to 
Massachusetts, when it is compared 
to what is taken out in the form of in- 
come taxes. 

Shannon, who lost his first bid for

Both independent State Represen- 
tative Jay Gaffney and Republican 
nominee John Buckley, Middlesex 
County Sheriff, have reported some 
Hatem and Rourke Campaign 
workers coming to join their ranks. 

Higher-ups in the Democratic par- 
ty, however, are backing Shannon 
Miss Lillian Carter, the President's 
mother was in Lowell and Lawrence 
Tuesday campaigning for Shannon 
Also according to Shannon, House 
Speaker Tim O'Neil Jr., Majority 
Leader James Wright of Texas and 
Congressman Philip Burton of 
California have lent “their full sup- 
port and endorsement” of his can- 
didacy. 

Gaffney, a 35-year-old Vietnam 
veteran, was decorated nine times 
during his seven years of active ser- 
vice as an Army Infantry Officer. 

‘The two-term state representative 
from Tewksbury is coming into his 
own now, after several months of be- 
ing virtually ignored by the media 
which was ambitiously following the 
heated primary race. 

Gaffney sees his independent status 
as an asset to a legislator. Being in- 
debted to neither party, he said, a 
legislator is able to work with both for 
the good of his constituency 

He is hoping to capture votes in the 
district's large (40 per cent of 
registered voters) independent block 
as well as those Democrats and 
Republicans who want a strong con- 
servative to represent them in 
Congress. 

“I have already had some 
achievements in reducing taxes and 
opposing inflated budgets,"’ Gaffney 
said. According to him, Shannon's 
main qualification for the job is “the 
fact that he wants it.”

subject. Tewksbury is now getting 
into the big leagues with its new dog 
pound, “puppy palace," “wiener 
heaven,’ or whatever. The new $39,- 
000 building is a simple, unpretentious 
building, not planned to be similar to 
the $1 millionShowplace built as the 
Heath Brook School years ago.’ The 
building was pushed through the ef- 
forts of Selectman John Sughrue who 
must merit attention here for his per- 
sistent moves to get the pound off the 
ground (sounds like a title song) and 
into the ground. 

Last May the town meeting voted to 
allow $750 under the dog pound 
heating and electricity account and 
$250 for supplies, such as brooms, 
shovels, or detergents. Two thousand 
dollars had been asked for heating 
etc. and these few weeks Dog Officer 
Gerry Holland has had a telephone 
and desk installed. It is a neat 
building with space for 32 dogs in- 
terior and exterior and final checks 
made in the past weeks by Sughrue 
and the architect. 

Now if the town’s dog owners will 
comply with the rules and keep their 
canines, known as ‘man’s best 
friend” under leash and in their own 
yards, we'll be able to keep the oc- 
cupancy of the dog pound at a 
minimum so that the dog officer can 
be like the fellow in those washing 
machine repair ads and relax. 

Of course the wag who intoned the 
remark, when they were discussing 
the heating problem in the new dog 
pound at the May town meeting, that 
he thought that the body heat of the 
dogs would take care of most of the 
heat in the building was one who 
probably voted for that inane amend- 


While Buckley and Gaffney hold the 
same positions on several of the 
economic issues such as tax relief and 
inflation, Gaffney claims that 
Buckley has always been a liberal and 
adopted conservative postures only 
recently in what he calls a "160 


turn." 

Last week Gaffney called upon 
Buckley to resign his position as 
Sheriff of Middlesex County to end 
what Gaffney called "a direct tax- 
payers’ subsidy of a political cam- 


Paign.” 

Buckley has said, however, that for 
him to run a campaign while holding 
Political office is no different than it 
would be for an incumbent governor 
or senator running for re-election 

What the 48-year-old Middlesex 
County Sheriff has going for him 
however, that Shannon and Gaffney do 
not, is mame recognition, often a 
crucial factor at the polls.

Buckley's projected budget of $135,- 
000 will make him the biggest cam- 
paign spender in the 24-town 
northeastern Massachusetts district, 
which is comprised of two cities in the 
throes of economic upheaval as well 
as smaller suburbs which range from 
affluent to lower middle class in in- 
come bracket. 

Shannon will spend nearly as much, 
with an anticipated budget of $100,000. 
Whether Gaffney, as an independent, 
can raise enough money to run a high- 
visibility campaign is uncertain, but 
that prospect hasn't dampened the 
enthusiasm of the game former Army 
captain and member of the 
Massachusetts Bar. 

Voters are too sophisticated, he 
claims, to allow the election to be 
turned into an auction. 

Gaffney has been endorsed by the 
Sportsmen's Political Action Council, 
for his record of support on 
sportsmen’s issues and environmental 
concerns. The Council earlier in the 
campaign had refused to endorse 
Buckley for his past support of 
handgun control. 

For Buckley, the campaign is his se- 
cond one this year. Earlier in the 
year he withdrew from the 


istrict race heats up 


Republican gubernatorial primary. 
When Tsongas later announced his in- 
tention to run for senate, Buckley 
threw his hat in the Fifth District 
ring. 

He soundly trounced primary oppo- 
nent Nick Rizzo, an Andover psy- 
chiatrist, who then promptly endorsed 
Buckley's candidacy. 

Assured of his victory, Buckley sent 
notices of his win to area newspapers 
even before the primary. 

If unity is not a problem for Buckley 
and the Republicans, however, 
numbers might be. Only 18 per cent of 
the district's registered voters are 
Republican, while 42 per cent are 
Democrat and 40 per cent are un- 
enrolled. 

In spite of this, however, the district 
has historically represented by a 
Republican representative until 1974, 
when the popular Tsongas won the 
seat 

Another problem for Buckley to 
overcome will be voters’ suspicion at 
his wanting to represent the district 
although not a resident 

Buckley announced that if he won 
the primary, he would move to the 
district from his home in Belmont. In 
addition, he said, during his eight 
years as sheriff of Middlesex County 
hhe was entitled to the use of a home on 
the grounds of the House of Correction 
in Billerica, but, he said, he declined 
in order to save the state some 
money. 

This, however, did not seem to have 
much effect on 400 Lowell-area voters 
who greeted him with Bronx cheers at 
a candidates’ night before the 
primary.

Buckley may still be an attractive 
candidate though to voters looking for 
tough talk on economic issues. In ad- 
dition to supporting the Kemp-Roth 
bill, he has also called for a decrease 
in the size of the federal bureaucracy 
and supported a bill for a one-time ex. 
emption for homeowners on a capital 
gains tax on the sale of their homes. 

More recently he announced that he 
was in favor of the recently approved 
extension of the deadline for ratifica- 
tion of the Equal Rights Amendment.
